Yarn: (A) Dark Pink, (B) Light 

Pink, (C) White, FREE with 

this issue of LK 

Needles: 4mm, double- 

pointed 

Floristry wire: 20 gauge, 
45cm long (per heart) 
Tapestry needle 
Pliers (optional) 

HEART (make four in yarn A, three 
in yarn B and two in yarn C) 



NOTE: for instructions on how 
to make an i-cord using straight 
needles, see page 69 

Using 4mm dpns, cast on three sts 

□ ** Row 1; k to end, do not turn 
Slide these three sts to other end 
of needle, pull yarn tightly across 
back of work ready to k next row ** 

□ Rep from ** to ** until piece 
meas 45cm when stretched 

□ Cast off 



To make up 

Thread floristry wire through 
centre of i-cord tube. Fold ends 
around and twist ends of wire to 
form a secure loop - use pliers if 
needed. Sew both ends of knitted 
i-cord together, covering wire. 
Bend wire into Heart shape. To 
hang, thread Hearts on to a length 
of invisible thread and attach to 
wall using drawing pins LK

Pinspiration 

Another source of inspiration for 
me is Pinterest. I particularly enjoy 
browsing photographs of vintage 
knitwear and crochet. Doilies are a 
good place to start - they’re a great 
quick fix project and they also make 
thoughtful gifts. If a white doily is 
just a bit too old-fashioned for you, 
try a bright, funky colour for a 
contemporary twist. There are 
hundreds of free knitting and 
crochet doily patterns available 
online. The only problem with 
creating beautiful 
doilies is that 
they are usually 
too pretty to 
cover up. 

If this is the 
case, why not 
try attaching 
them to some fabric 
Stretched across an embroidery 
hoop SO they can be hung on a wall 
and displayed in all their glory? So 
that's knitting inspiration sorted - 
now I just need to find a few more 
hours in the day to actually knit!

SECOND AND THIRD 
SIZES ONLY 

□ Next rnd: using yarn A, k- (9, 16) 
sts, using waste yarn k - (7, 8) sts, 
return these sts to LH needle, 
using yarn A, k to end 

□ **** Using yarn A, k - (0, 1) rnd 

□ K - (1, 2) rnds in yarn B 

□ Work from Cross chart beg at 
Rnd - (3, 1) and ending after Rnd 12 

ALL SIZES 

□ Using yarn A, k one rnd 

□ Next rnd (dec): * kl, ssk, k4 (10, 
18), k2tog, kl, pm, rep from * to 
end. 16 (28, 44) sts 

□ Next rnd; k 



□ Rep these two rnds 0 (1, 1) time 
more, then rep dec rnd 1 (1, 4) 
times more. 12 (20, 24) sts 
Graft using Kitchener st (see 
page 94)

□ Using 5mm dpns and yarn A, 
pick up and k - (7, 8) sts above

As this is quite a complex 
chart, with a multicoloured 
design surrounded by a 
block of colour, you will 
have to use a combination 
of intarsia and stranded 
techniques. There is no 
right or wrong way to do 
this - once you understand 
the two methods, it may 
be a case of combining 
them whichever way feels 
right to you. 

This is usually 
used for large blocks of 
colour, and involves 
working with just one 
shade at a time, twisting 
your yarns together when 
appropriate. Turn to page 
89 for detailed advice. 

Also 

known as Fair Isle, this is 
used when there is more 
intricate colourwork with 
multiple sections of colour 
across the same row. It 
involves stranding the 
unused yarn across the 
back of the work so that 
you can easily pick up the 
next shade of yarn in the 
pattern. It is usually used 
with just two colours per 
row, but in this case you 
might have to get creative! 
Remember that this 
method creates a double 
thickness fabric, and it is 
important not to strand 
too tightly, or you will risk 
puckering your work.

Here is my finished eardigan that I started a 
couple of years ago. It was supposed to be a 
v-neckjumper with a three-colour argyle front 
along with a plain back and sleeves. The back 
and sleeves were finished fairly quickly and then 
I started on the front. I decided to use the intarsia method on the different 
colours - however, this meant that I had to use 13 small balls of wool all at once! 

I found that these needed to be untangled after every row, so after about eight 
rows I abandoned the jumper. Recently, I got the jumper out again. I decided to 
change the pattern to a cardigan, which meant that each piece of knitting used 
seven balls of wool at once rather than 13. Somehow they didn't get tangled in 
quite the same way as before, and I had both fronts completed within a month. 

I am now telling all my knitting friends not to despair. If you get part way through 
a project and don't think you can carry on, look at how it can be adapted. My 
jumper became a cardigan but I am still really pleased with it!

In knitting. I've learnt to love traffic 
jams, delays and diversions.

While 
other commuters huff and tut at a 
red traffic light, I settle down to my 
needles with a sigh of contentment, 
my heart lifting at the thought of 
being able to commune with my 
happy craft. 

You can see why driving could 
be a problem.

There are several different body types, and it seems like 
everywhere you look, you’ll be given different advice on 
how to dress for yours! The important thing to remember 
is that body types aren’t about size, they’re about 
proportion. Two women of the same dress size could 
have completely different body types, and vice versa. 

Dressing for your body type is all about creating a 
sense of balance, so the first step is to take a good, 
honest look in the mirror. Don’t be critical of what you 
see, just try to understand it. Are your hips wider than 
your shoulders, or do they look roughly the same? Do 
you have a clearly defined waist? How long is your torso? 

"Body types aren't about size, 
they're about proportion." 

Start building a clearer picture of what you want to 
accentuate and what you would prefer to draw 
attention away from. Remember, looking good is all 
about feeling good, so focus as much on your assets as 
you would the things you dislike! 

If your hips are wider than your shoulders, try lots 
of layers and bright colours on top to balance things 
out. If you have more of a rectangle shape, create the 
illusion of curves using waist belts and flared lines. And 
if you have a rounder body type, don’t be tempted to 
cover it up with baggy, shapeless clothes, as these 
could end up having the opposite effect. Go for fitted 
styles which skim the surface of your beautiful curves!

FIVE MINUTES WITH... JENISE REID 



Jenise Reid is a Canadian knitting 
designer who is passionate about 
creating stylish shapes and designs 
which flatter the wearer. We caught up 
to find out more about this process. 

Why is it important to you to design with 
shape and curves in mind? 

Because most women (including myself) 
have a fair share of them! Most knitters 
dream about knitting a sweater that fits 
well and looks good on, but that’s not 
always the result. My sizing charts are 
based on the Craft Yarn Council (CYC) 
standards. The woman’s figure 
represented in CYC is a good middle-of- 
the-road shape, easy to adapt to other 
proportions. When I design, I work for 
this imaginary average woman. 

What tips do you have for finding the 
right shape for your body type? 

Got something you don’t love about your 
body? Don’t put the interesting part of a 
garment there to draw attention to it! 
Figure flattery is all about balance. Just 
think of the days when women would 
wear dresses with sleeves ten inches 
wide, and skirts ten metres around. 

Those women cared about one thing: 




having a slender waist. By making their 
shoulders and hips wide, their waist 
looked tiny in comparison. When you try 
to make one area of the body smaller, it is 
often at the expense of making another 
area larger. It works, but you should 
consciously make choices about what 
should be growing and what should be 
shrinking - give your whole body a look 
over when you try on a garment, not just 
the one thing you care about the most. 

Are there certain shapes and design 
elements that always look flattering? 

Fit is essential. I think a lot of the ladies 
out there who think “I just can’t wear X” 
(cropped cardi, peasant top, raglan 
sleeves, etc) have that problem because 
they only wear commercially made 
clothing, and their figure is too different 
from the standard’ for that cut to be 
flattering. If they tried one that was made 
to their proportions, they might be 
pleasantly surprised. If you have a basic 
sense of where your body measurements 
differ from the standard sizing charts, 
then try altering patterns based on that 
and see how it looks in the end. Knitting 
or sewing might be the key to clothing 
you have always loved but never been 
able to wear! Cardigans are wonderful 
too - you can wear them open or closed 
and usually one of the options will be 
flattering. You get double the chance that 
you will wear and enjoy your hard work! 

Any final advice? 

Start in your closet! Pick out the sweaters 
that really look good on you, then 
measure them. Bust, waist, hips, length. 
Now go find a similar pattern and adjust 
if needed so the basic dimensions are the 
same. As for design, diagonal lines are 
usually a safe choice, as are asymmetrical 
details. If there is a panel on the front of a 
sweater (cables, stripes, lace, any vertical 
decoration) then make it covers about 
two-thirds of the front part of the body 




when looking straight on. This often gives the 
illusion that the body is only as wide as the panel 
at the front. Finally, more important than any 
detail in the garment is what you are wearing 
underneath. Good foundation clothes are vital.

Leonie Charles: I prefer a 
longer body, usually about 4-6 inches 
longer than the pattern. I’m pretty short and 
a bit squashy, so regular length tops make 
me look dumpy like a weeble! 



Lisa Coulson: I’m petite, so 
my jumpers have to be long enough 
to cover my bum for warmth, but fitted 
so I don’t look shapeless. I make a lot of 
Kim Hargreaves designs, because 
they fit so well.

GIVE COLOUR A CHANCE 

I’ve lost count of the number of times I’ve heard a customer say 
“Ooh no, I never wear that colour,” but then I get her into the 
fitting room and trying on all kinds of colours she wouldn’t 
normally wear and well - the rest is history! My tip is - have a play, 
step out of your comfort zone and try new things. The right 
colours can make you look healthy and glowing - people will notice 
and tell you how good you look! 



LAYER, LAYER, LAYER 

Many of us have parts of our body that we aren’t fond of - an 
ample derriere or a pudding tummy. If you layer a long line tank 
top over trousers it skims lumps and bumps, and creates a lean 
foundation to build an outfit from.

Mixing the lines, lengths and textures of 
your clothing creates interest in your outfit and distracts the eye.

Swiss alam’yie 

This traditional technique 
is an embroidery stitch 
that creates duplicate 
knitting stitches, so that 
you can add a third colour 
to Fair Isle patterns. Start 
by cutting a length of yarn 
C and threading it through 
the tapestry needle. From 
the wrong side, insert the 
needle through the fabric 
underneath the first stitch. 
Pull the yarn through, and 
insert the needle 
horizontally underneath 
the two legs of the stitch 
above from right to left. 
Then insert the needle 
back into the original hole 
at the bottom of the 
stitch, and pull the yarn 
through. This creates one 
V-shaped mock knitting 
stitch. For such a complex 
pattern, start in the

introduces the intarsia colourwork technique

This method is used for creating picture knits or working blocks of colour, 
as opposed to the detailed patterning of stranded designs which we looked 
at last issue. Each colour section on your pattern is worked using a separate 
ball of yarn. These are held on the wrong side of the work. To avoid getting 
in a tangle, it helps to wind smaller bobbins of your different shades. This 
technique is useful for when several colours are used in one row; you do not 
have to strand the yarns across the back of the work, so only have a single 
thickness fabric. 



WINDING A BOBBIN 

You can either buy ready-made 
plastic bobbins, make your own 
out of cardboard or wind the yarn 
around your fingers to create a 
centre-pull bobbin, also known 
as a butterfly. 

Step 1: lay the end of the yarn 
across your palm, then wrap it 
around your thumb. 

Step 2: take the yarn between 
your ring and little finger, and 
wrap it around your little finger 
- if you want a more compact 
bobbin, wrap the yarn around 
your ring finger instead. 

Step 3: continue to wrap the 
yarn around your thumb and 
little finger in a figure-of-eight 
motion until you have enough 



for your colour section. 

Step 4: cut the yarn and wrap 
the tail around the centre of your 
bundle making sure you wrap it 
around the starting end, slide it 
off your fingers and tuck in the 
end to secure. 

Finished bobbin: you can now 

begin knitting from the starting 
end of the yarn. 





READING CHARTS 

Most intarsia motifs are represented in a chart. Read the charts from 
the bottom to the top, working right side rows from right to left and 
wrong side rows from left to right. One box on the chart equals one 
knitted stitch. On most charts, the colour of the square will 
correspond with your yarn shade, although sometimes symbols are 
used to differentiate between the colours. Remember, you will need 
a separate bobbin for each colour section. For example, on this chart 
you will need two bobbins of grey and one of red.

To estimate how much yarn you’ll need, count the 
number of stitches in the colour section, then loosely 
wrap the yarn around the needle the same number of 
times, plus ten more. This is the approximate length 
needed for that section.

HOW TO DO IT S 



When you get to a colour 
change, it is important to 
twist the strands of yarn 
together, otherwise you will 
end up with a hole between 
the yarns. 

1. Managing your yarns: 

it helps to keep the bobbins as 
separate as possible when you 
are knitting and also try to 
keep them quite close to the 
work to stop yourself getting 
in a tangle. 

2. Changing colour on a 
knit row: knit to the colour 
change, now bring the next 
bobbin of yarn from 
underneath the old colour to 
create a twist, and knit to the 
end of that colour section. 



3. Changing colour on a purl 
row: purl to the colour change, 
bring the next bobbin up from 
underneath the old colour to 
create a twist, and purl to the 
end of that colour section. 

Try to weave in your yarn ends 
in the appropriate colour section 
to ensure a neat finish.

DESIGN A CHART 

It's really easy to add intarsia 
motifs on to your knitted projects, 
whether that's sprucing up a 
simple cushion or customising a 
plain garment. You could 
transpose the chart from an 
existing pattern on to your next 
project or come up with your 
own unique design. 

The important thing to remember 
when creating a motif from 
scratch, is that knitted stitches 
are wider than they are tall - think 
of your tension square, there are 
fewer stitches than there are rows 
over a 10cm square. That's why we 
use knitters' graph paper which 
has rectangular boxes instead of 
square ones. You can download 
this paper from several websites or, 
if you're working on the computer, 
simply adjust the dimensions of 
the cells in a spreadsheet 
programme like Excel. 



Once you have your grid, treat 
each box as one stitch and colour it 
in until you have the motif you 
want. We can't create truly curved 
lines in colourwork, but can get 
similar effects by working stitches 
in a diagonal line. You can design 
Fair Isle or Swiss darned patterns 
this way too. Use our grid (left) to 
get started. 

USING YOUR 
INITIATIVE 

Some designs that are mostly 
made up of intarsia may also 
feature sections with just a few 
stitches between the colour 
changes. In such instances, be 
sensible - don't introduce a new 
bobbin for one or two stitches, 
this isn't very economical for your 
yarn. Instead, use the Fair Isle 
technique to strand the yarn not 
in use across the back of the work 
for these few stitches.

TENSION HEADACHE 

It's really important to knit tension square 
before you begin a project. Not 
everybody knits the same way - some 
knit more tightly than others - and this 
will affect how the stitch pattern looks 
and the finished size of the item. Tension 
squares are usually presented like this: 

22 sts X 30 rows 
lOcm X lOcm 
stocking stitch 
4mm needles 

To knit your tension square, cast on the 
instructed number of stitches, in this case 
22 , plus five more. Then, using the needle 
size and same stitch pattern given, work 
the instructed number of rows, plus five 
more. Using a ruler and taking your 
measurements from the centre of the 
square, count the number of stitches 
and number of rows over a lOcm square. 
If you have more than you should do, it 
means your knitting is a little tight and 
you may need to use larger needles. 
Similarly, if you have fewer stitches 
and rows, use smaller needles to get 
the correct tension.

AT A LOOSE END? 

Follow these steps for weaving in any 
tails of yarn: 

1. Thread the yarn on to a tapestry 
needle and work with the WS of the 
project facing upwards. 

2 . Insert the needle under the loop of 
each stitch, and draw it through. Work it 



up and down the loops of the stitches 
for 8cm. An alternative method is to 
weave through the back of the stitch, 
splitting the strand of yarn as you sew. 
3 * Cut the yarn close to the fabric. 
NOTE: In colourwork, weave the yarn 
tails into the matching colour section. 



SUBSTITUTION 

There are many reasons to want 
to substitute the yarn given in a 
project, from price to colour selection, 
but there are some important points 
to remember. 

n Choose a yarn with a similar tension 
to the suggested yarn. Match the 
tension given on the ball band of the 
yarns, as the pattern may use a 
different stitch. Remember to do a 
tension square in the new yarn before 
you begin. 

n Consider the fibre content of the 
yarn and how this might affect the 
finished project. For example, cotton 
yarn will knit up very differently to a 
wool yarn. 




n Don't forget to check the care 
instructions of your new yarn. Not all 
yarns are machine washable, 
n Look at the meterage of the new 
yarn, rather than the weight of the 
ball. Not all 50g balls have the same 
meterage and you don't want to 
run short when nearing the end of 
your project. 



ON THE BLOCKS 

Blocking is the process of stretching 
and shaping your finished items to 
create the correct dimensions from 
the pattern and even out your 
stitches. It is also really useful for 
ensuring that pieces to be joined fit 
well together. There are a few 
different ways to achieve this, 
so check the information on the 
yarn ball band and pick the most 
suitable option. 

Wet blocking: dampen the pieces 
so that they are wet through and 
gently squeeze out the excess 
water. Lay out the pieces and pin 
them to the correct measurements. 



then leave them to dry. For 
delicate fibres and lace projects, 
you can just spritz the pieces with 
a water spray, rather than 
submerging them fully. 

Steaming: lay a damp cloth over your 
work and gently iron over the top - 
do not iron directly on to your 
knitting. Continue to iron until the 
cloth is dry. Another option is to 
gently hover over your work with the 
iron and apply steam until the knitting 
relaxes, this is good for delicate 
projects and textured stitches. 

Pin to the desired measurements 
and allow to set.

GRAFT THE TOE 




Kitchener Stitch is the method used to acheive this. 

It is worked as follows: 

SET UP: Before starting you need to prepare the stitches 
on the needle. Hold the two needles with the remaining 
stitches parallel. The loose end of yarn should be coming 
from the back needle and lying to the right of the work. 

1 Thread yarn end onto a tapestry needle and insert 
it purlwise into the first stitch on the needle closest 
to you. Pull the yarn through but leave the stitch on 
the needle. 



KNIT STITCH 




I Once cast on, insert the tip of the right needle 
upwards and from front to back into the top stitch 
on the left needle. The right hand needle should sit 
behind the left hand one. Wrap the ball end of yarn 
anticlockwise around the tip of the right hand needle. 




2 Using the right hand needle, pull a loop of the 

wrapped yarn through the original stitch to create a 
new one on the right hand needle. Slide the original stitch 
off the left hand needle. Repeat from step one. You are 
now knitting! The knit stitch can be combined with other 
stitches to create hundreds of different stitch patterns.

MAKING A SLIP KNOT 



1 Holding the yarn under your left thumb, wrap it 
twice around your left index and middle fingers, 
with the second loop closer to the base of the fingers. 
With the backs of the fingers uppermost, insert the 
tip of the needle beneath the first loop and over the 
second, and pull the second loop under the first. 



2 Remove the two fingers and gently tug on 
both ends of yarn to tighten the slip knot 
around the needle. 






2 Insert the tapestry needle knitwise into 
the first stitch on the back needle and 
pull the yarn through, leaving the stitch 
on the needle. 




3 Having set up as shown in steps 1 and 2 , repeat 
steps 3 and 4 until all stitches have been grafted. 
Insert the tapestry needle knitwise into the first stitch 
on the front needle and slide the stitch off. Before you 
pull the yarn through this stitch insert the tapestry 
needle into the next stitch on the front needle 
purlwise and pull the yarn through, this time leaving 
the stitch on the needle. 




4 Insert the tapestry needle purlwise into the first 
stitch on the back needle and slide it off. Before 
pulling the yarn through this stitch, insert the tapestry 
needle into the next stitch on the back needle 
knitwise and pull the yarn through, leaving the stitch 
on the needle.

CABLE CAST ON 




1 Create a slipknot on your left hand needle, pulling it 
taut (but not too tight). Carefully insert the right 
needle into the knot from front to back, passing under 
the left hand needle. Wrap the ball end of yarn 
anticlockwise around the point of the right needle. 




2 Pull the loop that forms back through the original 
stitch (knot) and insert the tip of the left hand 
needle into the new stitch from underneath to transfer 
it from the right hand to the left hand needle. There 
should now be two stitches on the left hand needle. 




3 Insert the right needle between the two stitches 
on the left needle and wrap the yarn around the 
needle tip anticlockwise. Draw this loop through to 
make a stitch and slip it up and onto the left needle. 
Repeat this creating a new loop behind the last stitch 
and passing it left needle in front of the previous one. 



BACK STITCH 





I Pin the pieces to be joined, with the right sides 
together. Thread the loose end of yarn onto a 
tapestry needle. Start by stitching the two outer edges 
together, then bring the needle through the two pieces 
icm from back to front ahead of the previous stitch. 



2 Push the needle back through at the position 
where the yarn emerged from the previous 
stitch. Return it to the front of the work, approx icm 
ahead of the stitch just made. Repeat this until the 
whole join is complete, working in a straight line. 



JOINING CAST OFF EDGES 




I Lay the two pieces to be joined right side up and 
with the cast off edges touching. Thread a tapestry 
needle with the loose yarn and push this through the 
centre of the first stitch, and then in and out through 
the centres of two stitches on the opposite side. 




2 Take the needle over to the first side 

and insert where it previously exited, bringing 
it out through the centre of the next stitch. Repeat 
this process alternating sides and stitching single 
stitches until the pieces are joined. 



BEGINNING A SEAM 




I With the pieces placed next to each other with right 
side upwards, thread the yarn tail through the fabric 
after the first stitch, moving the needle from front to 
back. Then, take the needle behind the first stitch on the 
second piece from the back of the work to the front. The 
yarn will form a figure 8. T ug gently to secure. 



MATTRESS STITCH 




I With the two pieces to be joined lying next to each 
other, hook the horizontal bar of the first stitch with 
the tapestry needle. Move to the other piece and hook 
the first horizontal bar of the stitch on that side. 

2 Repeat this moving from one piece to the next 
and pulling the yarn to tighten the join.

We've been catching up with Carol Meldrum 
about beatknit, designing and her quirky books! 



C arol's life has been closely intertwined with knitting for many years now. After 

studying knitted textiles at art school in Scotland, she started to produce garments 
for high street retailers before working with handknit company Rowan. Since then, 
she has founded beatknit, her very own fashion accessories label, travelled around UK to 
teach others her creative trades and has also written a number of books about knitting and 
crochet, including the intriguingly titled Knit Your Own Boyfriend. We caught up with her to 
see just how she manages to juggle such a busy crafting life! 



I come from a family of knitters so it's always 
felt very natural from a young age to have 
something on the pins. I might have been five 
or six when I started to dabble in knitting. 

I remember making a Doctor 
Who scarf for one of my 
dolls - it was a disaster! 

I graduated from art school 
with an honours degree in 
constructed textiles and went 
straight into a job designing for 
a manufacturer - it was a real 
eye opener after art school. 

Rowan was looking for a design 
consultant for John Lewis in 
Glasgow, which gave me a 
chance to move into the handknit 
side of the industry. I was able to 
develop my design skills and 
have my work featured 
in the company’s gorgeous 
magazines, and from there 
I started to get noticed by 
publishers. As a design consultant, part 
of my role was to pass on skills and 
knowledge to people which I still do 
today with workshops and events - 
it s so much fun helping people gain 
confidence and try new techniques. 

I played the snare drum in a pipe 
band growing up so that's where the 
name beatknit comes from. I had 

the name long before I linked it into my 
textiles career! Often as a designer you work 
to a brief or theme given by a publisher or 
magazine - I wanted beatknit to be a place 
where I could develop my own ideas, my 
textile alter ego in a way. 



The knitting industry has changed so much 
since I started out. The internet has opened 
everything up and it can be quite daunting 

even for me. The advice I was given by 
a tutor was to find someone you 
admire, whether it s a manufacturer 
or a designer, and learn as much 
as you can from them. I feel very 
lucky to have been given so many 
opportunities within the knitting 
world. Knitting has always been 
a hobby and a career for me, Tm 
extremely fortunate that I 
love what I do and have been in 
the right place at the 
right time.
